STATEMENT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


For the Year Ending August 31, 1918 


‘To the citizens of Marlow: 


Your school board once more submits the following state- 
ment of the condition of your schools for the fiscal year begin- 
ning Sept. 1, 1917, to Aug. 31, 1918. 

By an amendment to the Public Statutes, approved by the 
Governor, April 4, 1917, the fiscal and scholastic year ends 
Aug. 31, and to meet those requirements we were obliged to 
make a repetition of the fall term 1917. 

You will also find an appendix, attached to the report 
showing the financial conditions on Feb. 1, 1919. 

Both schools in No. 4 were maintained thirty-five weeks 
and the school in No. 38, twenty weeks. 

The grammar school in No. 4 was taught throughout the 
fiscal year by Miss Carrie C. Burr of Plainfield, N. H., a grad- 
uate of Kimball Union Academy and Keene Normal School. 
Miss Burr did excellent work, proving herself very satisfactory 
and we were fortunate in securing her for the present year. 

The primary school in No. 4 was taught throughout the 
year, with the exception of two weeks by Miss Susan E. Ben- 
nett of Richmond, N. H., a graduate of Winchester High 
School and Keene Normal School. Miss Bennett met with 
eood success, but on account of poor health was unable to 
teach the last two weeks of the spring term, for which we ob- 
tained the services of Miss Della Dutton of Hancock, a Nor- 
mal School graduate, who had just closed her spring term in 
Alstead. 
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The school in No. 3 was taught ten weeks in the fall by 
Miss Adelene Melrose of Goff’s Falls, N. H. Miss Melrose 
came to us with no experience as a teacher but started a good 
school. The work was continued ten weeks in the spring by 
Miss Doris Perkins, a graduate of Keene High School, who 
met with good success and was obtained for the fall term. 

The fall and winter terms of the present year are being 
conducted by Miss Carrie C. Burr and Miss Mary Houghton in 
No. 4 and by Miss Bertha Saltzgiver in No. 3. 

At the last March school meeting in 1918 the district voted 
to-raise $1,275 towards defrayine district charges for the fol- 
lowing eighteen months, closing August 31, 1919 and after 
settling all accounts August 31, 1918, we have cash on hand, 
$1,226.36, for the opening of the fiscal year, Sept. 1, 1918.
